On Mondoy, Feb. 18 The McGill 
Film Society will present Mario 
Gobriel and the Movie "A Nation 
of Skiers," in Room 290 of the Bi- 
ology Building. 

"A Nation of Skiers" was produc- 
ed by the Swiss Ski Schools and 
has Just been released by the Swiss 
Government. The showing of this 
film at McGiU wlU be the. first 
large public presentation on this 
continent. The movie shows both 
the technlcal and the general as- 
pects of skiing.. . 

There will' be examples of pre- 
season exercises, often overlooked 
In this country, as well as shots of 
racing, cross country, and jumping 
as taught by the Swiss Ski School. 
The general skiing Includes shots 
of three World Champions of Fed- 
eration Internationale de Ski; Ro^ 
zninger, David Zogg and Furrer. 



Mario Gabriel Is In charge of the 
showing of this movie in Canada 
and this print of it Is the only one 
on the continent. 

Mr. Gabriel will give a short 
talk on Canada's possibilities In the 
next Olympics, and on the role 
of the Canadian Ski School. He 
taught skiing at Si Moritz for 10 
yean in connection with . the 
Palace Hotel' and is -one 'of the 
founders of the Canadian Ski 
School. At présent he is a teacher 
and examiner for' the school. 

The Movie will run for an hour 
and a half and with Mr. Gabriel's 
talk, the program will run rather 
longer than usual so that only 
those who can stay for .the full 
tinie are asked to- attend. 

Students^ are urged to be there 
early in prdei^ that ' the program 
may start as soon as possible. 



On February 22, Ellen Ballon, 
Canadian pianist, will make an ap- 
pearance at R.V.C. in the fourth of 
the Student Subscription Concert 
Scries. 

Bom in Montreal, Miss Ballon 
began playing the piano when three 
and a half years of age, making 
her first appearance at the age of 
five. That year she won the Direct- 
or's Piano Scholarship from the 
McGllI Conservatorium' of Music. 
She made her first appearance as 
soloist with the New. York Sym- 
phony Orchestra when only ten 
years old. 

In 1927 Miss Ballon began a tour 
of Europe as a recltalist, visiting 
the British Isles, the Seandanavlan 
countries as well as many other 
prominent cities In Europe. In 1828 
she was presented to their majes- 
ties, King George V and Queen 
Mary. She has played on many oc- 
casions before members of the Brit- 
ish Royal Family /as well as the 
Royal representatives In Canada. 

Ellen Ballon has appeared twice 
before Presidents of the United 
States. She played for President 
Tail at which time she became the 
youngest pianist ever to play in 
the White House. She was then 
awarded a gold medal to mark the 
occasion. Later when Miss Ballon 



wasi again in Washington, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt invited her once 
more to play at the White House. 

Miss Ballon has been credited as 
an outstanding player of Bach's 
music. It has been tradlUonoI for

The Fed- 
eration's - activities were greatly 
curtailed by the outbreak of war 
and the first post-war re-organlza- 
tion took place on May 25th of last 
year at a conference held In Lon- 
don, Ontario. Jack Pye was chosen 
by the SEC to represent McGill at 
that conference. 

Among some of the past achieve- 
ments of NFCUS, mentioned by 
Clem Beauchamp, were exchange 
scholarships, establishment of the 
CUP (Canadian University Press), 
reduced railway fares for students, 
University tours on a national and 
international basis, student em- 
ployment and the extension of de- 
bating team programs. He lurged 
that these past activities should be 
continued and suggested immediate 
objectives such as an Inter-Uni- 
versity Drama League and a Radio 
Workshop to beam programs on 
intemationl wave-lengUis, "Per- 
haps our main objective," he con- 
tinued, "is to assure a truly na- 
tional representation at the Cana- 
dian Youth Conference to be called 
this year." 

The present aim of NFCUS is to 
become familiar with every phase 
of student activity in Canadian 

universities. Locally, it Is to bring 
as many of the McGill groups and 
organizations as possible Into 
active NFCUS participation. Each 
group is entitled to one official rep-'' 
rcsentative. The permanent execu- 
tive* organization and degree of 
autonomy from the Students' Ex- 
ecutive CouncU will be decided at 
future NFCUS meetings,

McGill Tops Eastern lUDL League, 
Upholding and Contesting Resolution 
On Forced Military Duty for Youth 



Judges Hand Down 
Unaniinous Decision 
To Negative Team 

McGill's team won last night's 
debate against Ottawa University, 
with the unanimous vote of the 
three Judges. The topic of the de- 
bate was "Resolved that every able- 
bodied Canadian youth should 
serve one year compulsory military 
servlcel The Ottawa team of Mac- 
Donald. Caza and Richard Parisien 
spoke in the affirmative, with Isa- 
dore Rosenfeld and Ted Hugesson 
of McGIll upholding the negative. 

The judges were Canon Gowcr- 
Recs, archdeacon of St. George's 
church. Colonel Gilbert Stairs, K.C., 
Montreal barrister and graduate of 
Oxford, and Mr. R. W. Speirs, head- 
master of Selwin House. Mr. John 
Dando, lecturer In English acted as 
chairman. 

MacDonald Caza, who is a mem- 
ber of the Student's Executive 
Council, and Vice Pres. of the De- 
bating Society of Ottawa Univer- 
sity, was the first speaker. 

He. stated that his team proposed 
to base their argument on the pre- 
mise that differences of opinion 
have always been universal In na- 
tions as in individuals, therefore 
struggle is Inevitable, and we can- 
not expect an automatic state- of 
peace to prcvalL^^Ve must be.pre-. 
pared to defend pièaee. "The stage 
Is now^»etj»o that the whole world 
Is Involved, and no country can 
hope for peace unless she Is willing, 
and prepared, to participate in the 
world's struggles, stated Mr. Caza. 
To the question 'WUl UNO suc- 
ceed?' the speaker gave a definite 
'NO*. "There are too many Ingre- 
dients of conflict, ill feeling and 
distrust are the logical outcome." 
"It is ironic," he said 'that the Uni- 
ted Nations have so little faith in 
their organization." 'All countries 
must protect their citizens and their 
soil They may not depend on their 
stronger neighbors. They have a 
moral duty to train their own citi- 
zens In defence. Canada as leader 
of the middle class of nations can- 
not retire into her boundaries. Sci- 
entific advances have made it cer- 
tain that wars of tomorrow will 
extend to all countries. 

Mr. Rosenfeld was the first speak- 
cr for the negative. His view was 
that Uiat 'No nation will follow 
the paths of peace while any other 
nation trains its citizens for war. 
Programs of compulsory military 
training would accomplish only the 
initiation of a world, armament 
race.' , His argument also stressed 
the view that Canada's small popu- 
lation and her great resources, in- 
dicated that her most valiiable con- 
tribution must be In feeding and 
equipping our allied not in supply- 
ing armies. Scientific development 
in this Atomic age tends to mini- 
mize the role of all soldiers and ar- 
mies. 

The second speaker for the af- 
firmative was Richard Parisien, 
who pointed out that the U.S.A. 
and Canada were the most logical 
countries to be attacked in the 
event of war, and the despite the 
atomic age, war could not be waged 
by the mere' pressing of Buttons. 

In reply to this, Ted Hugesson of 
McGill maintained, that compul- 
sory training did not give unlimit- 
ed security. He also stressed that 
military training, as such, was of 
no beneficial value in respect to 
the. pramotion|yDfj^nationBl|^lUi.

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Verdict Is Divided 
0 Against One 
Lennoxville Bout 
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McGill won last night, at Bish- 
I's College, a debate on the sub- 
"Resolved that every Cana- 
Youth should serve one year 
compulsory mtiltary service." A 
two to one decision was relumed 
by the Judges in favor of the de- 
baters from this University. 

The debaters from McGill wero 
Hcmcns and Shatncr. whtie BIsh< 
op's College was represented by 
Lloyd and Banfell. The Judges for 
the debate were Messrs. Bourbon- 
niere, Bascon and Rosenblodm. 

The debate, which was very close 
throughout, was attended by about 
two hundred people who followed 
the contestants as they treated the 
various aspects of military train- 
ing wIUi relation to the individual 
and to the world as a whole. 

The first speaker for the affirm- 
ative, Jim Hemens, stated that mili- 
tary training is the surest safe- 
guard of peace, and that only by 
preparing for war can we hope to 
avoid It. 

The first speaker for the nega- 
tive enlarged upon the role which 
military training has played In 
world affairs, pointing out that pre- 
parcdncss for military action in- 
variably leads to aggression. 

The second speaker for the 
affirmative, Conrad Shatner, indi- 
cated the advantages, physical and 
psychological, which accrue to the 
individual from the physical exer- 
tion and camaraderie of the serv- 
ices. 

The last speaker, upholding the 
negative spoke on the relation be- 
tween military training and the 
atomic bomb. In view of the ap- 
pearance of this latest weapon of 
war upon the modern scene, ha 
stircssed that military training is 
obsolescent, if not obsolete. In ad- 
dition, preparedness for war would 
likely incite a surprise attack on 
the part of some hostile nation 
which, having the advantage of the 
Initiative .could destroy a large 
part of Its enemy's cities and fac- 
tories with one or two well-placed 
atomic bomlxs. 

The contest, which, until this 
point, had been argued with equal 
weight on either side, was deddea 
by Uie rebuttal of Jim Hemens, 
who succeeded In reducing the va- 
lidity of his opponents, in the few 
minutes alloted to him at the end 
of the discussion. 

With the winning of the debates 
both here and at Lennoxville, Mc- 
Gill assumes the leading place in 
Uie Eastern Section of the Inter- 
Unlverslty Debating League. This 
Is the first time in many years that 
a team from this campus has lasted 
even into the semi-finals.'

The latest 
proposai set before the students is the sugges- 
tion that tlic Veterans' Club have a representa- 
tive, probably their President, who would also 
represent Alexander College. 

Upon. first looking nt the suggestion it might 
possibly appear sound. Btit it docs not bear 
very careful inspection before the obvious de- 
fects in it arc evident. Tlie possibility that the 
President of the Veterans' Club should repre- 
sent Alexander College is certainly ridiculous, 
pince the present President is not a member of 
Alexander College. If, on the other hand, the 
rcpresentalivc was an Alcxanderitc, then the 
situation would not be so bad. 

In any case it would seem that some are of 
the opinion that the Veterans' Club should have 
representation on tlic S. R. C. Consider what 
such a step would mean. At present the Vet- 
erans on the campus comprise a large percentage 
of the total enrollment. It can bo argued that 
such a largo group would merit.jepresentation 
on the Council. But is this^'actually the case? 
The veterans eamc to U. N. B. presumably 
with the intention of becoming assimilated into 
the life of the University as fully as possible. 
Of course it was natural for them to organize 
a Veterans' Club since they had specific jobs to 
perform in helping their members 'to become 
adjusted to the new way of life that the Univer- 
sity presents. They are to be congratulated on 
the splendid way in which they have carried 
out this verj' important part of their activities, 
particularly in their well-organized and effi- 
ciently-run Housing Campoign. 

But all this organization of the veterans was 
not done with tlie purpose of forming an in- 
dividual group within the student body. They 
have taken their places in the various' campus 
organizations along with the rest of the stu- 
dents, and this is as it should be. However, this 
assimilation into campus activities would be of 
little vnluc if tlic Veterans' Club was set up as 
a closed group on the campus, and was used by 
the veterans as a means of forcing their col- 
lective will on the rest of the students. Such a 
state of affairs would exist if the Veterans* Club 
was recognized as a unit on the campus and 
therefore given representation on the S. R. C. 
I think that it can be assumed that the veterans 
do not wish this to occur. They are already rc- 

E resented along with their fellow student mem- 
ers of the classes and faculty societies. 

With these thoughts in mind it must bo 
evident that it would be a step in the wrong 
direction to ask the Veterans to elect a repre^ 
sentatlve to the Students' Council. Things have 
i^ijànuining very smoothly on the campus. 
i^l^j^hBB been no friction between veteran and 
[R^i^ran students. And this has been duo to 
the fact that the veterans themselves have made 
a definite effort to take their part in campus 
activities . alongside the rest of the students, 
and have not asked for any spoeial con.si(leia- 
tion because of their particular statu.». It is to 
be hoped that (his arrangement will be con- 
tinued as long as there arc any students on the 
campus who have spent time in the armed 
f.erviçea.

It was more lhan approprlaic that this man should 
have been the one to ofiiciatc yesterday at the dcdi- 
caton of the McGili Hillel Foundation Home, not 
only because of his years of activity In the Interests 
of American Jewry, and particularly for Jewish 
youth, but especially so because Rabbi Wise has 
been directly connected with Hlllcl for the last 
quarter of a century. As founder of the Jewish In- 
stitute of Religion in New York, he has had the 
personal pleasure of seeing eighteen of his graduates 
assume the positions /of Hillcl Directors at the 
various universities. Of this number is included Mc- 
Gili Hillel's own Rabbi Avraham Soltcs to whom 
Dr. Wise refers aa "an uncommon leader of young 
people." 

"When I was a student at Columbia some fifty- 
three years ago," said Rabbi Wise In his dedication 
address, "there were very few Jewish students, and 
none of them girls." Here a flash of humour Inter- 
rupted the spealcer's serious words as he added: 
"Those were the days when there were no B'rlt, 
and wc didn't have to write exams to graduate — 
that's how I graduated—." Continuing, however, he 
told how Hillel came to bo organized, at first with 
the aim ot ridding young Jews of their ignorance in 
their racial history, trciditlons, and life in general. 
"For," he declared, "I pity not Jews who are 
learned and informed, and have a sense of rela- 
tionship to a Jewish people," but rather those who 
are "without defense," who iaclc understanding of 
"(he wonderouB story of aspiration, that is the 
Jewish people's." At (his point the Rabbi could not 
refrain from explaining his hope for (he future as 
being that of the return of his people to Palestine, 
a fact which can be ca.sily understood when one 
realizes his ardent worlc for the cause of Zion dur- 
ing the last half century. 

This Is the message that Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
sent to the students of this university; "I con- 
gratulate both Hillel and McGill. The dedicntlon of 
Hllicl House was equally honouring to both. Dr. 
Thomson (who represented the University) expres- 
sed it uncommonly- well, and 'I rejoice to thinic of 
the young pe'ople^who will come under the leader- 
ship of Habbl Avraham Solles, the Director of Mc- 
Gill Hillel." Our visitor has left a lasUng impres- 
sion.

Society Accepts 
Financial Report 

Part of Constitution 
Approved; Meeting 
To Be Held Shortly 

Arts and Science Undergradiiales 
meeting yesterday at five o'clock in 
Room 12 of the Arts Building, ac- 
cepted a financial report concern- 
ing the ACS Formal, and adopted 
part oCthe proposed constitution ot 
the Society. The new constitution 
was printed in its entirety in the 
February 14 edition of the Daily. 

President Bill Fingland outlined 
the work undertaken by the ex- 
ecutive during the past year with 
a special emphasis on the ACS 
Formal, a subject which has 
evoked much controversy. Follow- 
ing, a financial statement was sub- 
mitted by Treasurer Brian Doug- 
herty. This report showed that the 
formal tobk a loss ot $801.71 but 
since the Commerce Undergraduate 
Society agreed to underwrite the 
venture one-third, this figure be- 
comes $591.71. A balance of $580.10 
remnlns to cover the activities of 
the present term. Atter much dis- 
cussion as to the feasibility of fu- 
ture formais of this nature, the re- 
port was accepted as read. 

Turning to the matter of the con- 
stitution, the meeting first con- 
cerned Itself with the quorum ne- 
cessary for the approval of the 
various articles. The chairman 
pointed out, however, that since no 
constitution was now in efefct, a 
definite number was not required 
for its ratilication. To overcome 
the difficulty a motion was carried 
which declarcif the meeting as a 
committee on the whole to ap 
prove of at least the first four arti 
cles. 

Article II now reads: The pur 
pose of the Society shall be to fos 
ter spirit and fellowship within the 
faculty of Arts and Science, and 
to unite the students through Its 
recreational and educational faclii 
ties. Thus Articles I to IV inclusive 
with the above alteration were ac- 
cepted. 

The meeting adjourned after 
some discussion on Article V which 
defines the sex of the various mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee, 
The members, feeling thmselves of 
Insufficient numbers to continue 
further, advocated the calling of 
an open meeting to which women 
would be Invited within the next 
two weeks.
